Abdullah Faces Parliamentary Crisis

ING Abdullah's announce- 

ment, at the beginning of 
the month, that he had de- 
cided to dissolve the Jordan 
Parliament, is a natural re- 
sult of the course of parlia- 
mentary life in Amman this 
year.
